UNCERTAIN ABOUT CURRENCY 


K a y

10.— One 
hundred and sixteen passengers, all 
im m igrants, bound 
from 
Spain 
to 
Cuba, w ith the exception of two first 
class passengers, were taken off the 
steamer Lugano, ashore on the Ajax 
reef off the Florida coast, by the tug 
Reecus. 
The passengers were landed here 
by the tug. 
A ll have been housed in 
buildings along the docks. 
Transfer of 
the 
passengers 
from 
the ill fated Lugano was effected in 
two hours, sm all boats being used. 
Of 
the 
passengers 
rescued 
tw elve 
were women, fifteen children and the 
rem aining eighty-nine men. 
Wlhen the Lugano suddenly struck 
the reef Captain Penw ell realized that 
the position of the vessel was seri­ 
ous, but distress rockets and wireless 
calls were not answered for hours. 
Fin ally the message was picked up 
by the United States wireless station 
here. 
A t the same tim e it was inter­ 
cepted by the tug Rescue, bound for 
this port. 
The latter vessel immedi­ 
ately set out for the Lugano and had 
started taking off her passengers be­ 
fore additional tugs sent from hero 
arrived at the scene. 
Captain Penw ell wired officials of 
the Lloyd line, to which the Lugano 
belonged, n o t if y i n g t h e m 
of the acci­ 
dent and asking that aid be Ben t at 
once in an effo rt to save the ship. 
W hen the tug Rescue left the ship 
she had eighteen feet of water in her 
first hold. 
Complete explanation of the acci­ 
dent to the British steamer is not 
given. 
It is reported that the waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico were quiet.

WILL VETO AMNESTY BILL

Havana, March 10.— A fter a confer­ 
ence with his cabinet, congressmen 
and law yers President Gomez decid­ 
ed to veto the amnesty bill, to the 
passage of which the Am erican gov­ 
ernment has declared its strong op­ 
position. 
President Gomez Frid ay signed the 
bill in spite of protest of the Am eri­ 
can minister, but he now holds that 
bis signature is ineffective until the 
publication of the bill in the official 
gazette and that therefore he still re­ 
tains the right to use the |tower of 
veto. 
The general am nesty bill provides 
for the liberation of more than 3,000 
convicts, including negroes, who took 
part in the rebellion last year.

W ith the co­ 
operation of party loaders in the house 
and senate he proposes to work over 
tariff, currency and other important 
measures even before they are intro­ 
duced and to lend the weight of the 
adm inistration to the support of bills. 
This inform ation and the fact that 
the president w ill endeavor, in for­ 
warding bis policies, to use personal 
persuasion, not only 
with members 
of his own party, but with Progres­ 
sive Republicans who are inclined to 
be friendly, came from those who have 
talked with him since his inaugura­ 
tion. 
The president does not plan to draft 
legislation, but expects by suggestion 
and conference to come to an agree­ 
ment u|>on specific measures with the 
party leaders. 
It lias not been determ ined whether 
currency w ill be taken up at the spe­ 
cial 
session. 
It 
was 
learned 
that 
when the president believes the time 
is ripe for such legislation he w ill 
call into conference such men as R ep­ 
resentative (.Mass of Virginia, head of 
the subcommittee that haB been in­ 
vestigating 
currency 
questions, 
agree upon the outline of a bill that 
would have adm inistration backing. 
Congressional 
leaders 
practically 
| are agreed upon Yhe suggestion that 
no subject but the tariff should be 
taken up in the special session. 


Hous e Le ade rs Are Doubtful. 


Many house leaders even doubt the 
| advisability of bringing in a currency 
bill near the end of the special ses­ 
sion, as has been suggested to the 
president by the advocates of immedi­ 
ate currency reform. 
President W ilson's plan as to legis­ 
lation is not necessarily to insist on 
the strict acceptance of adm inistra­ 
tion measures as such, 
but he will 
endeavor to secure the accomplish­ 
ment of legislation with the aid of 
Democratic leaders that will express 
fully the fixed purposes of the ad­ 
ministration. 
A part of the president’s plan— and 
in thiB he has the support of many 
house leaders— Is to keep the eyes of 
the nation on one particular measure 
at a time. 
This was his line of pro­ 
cedure as governor of New Jerse y in 
pushing through the seven anti-trust 
bills.

the house he is somewhat solicitous 
over

In fact, many of the advocates of the 
one cent rate assert that all that stands 
in the w ay of the lower rate is the fact 
thnt second class matter is now car­ 
ried at one cent per pound. 


An Old Conte s t. 
The contest for increasing the rate 
on newspapers and periodicals is near­ 
ly as old as the date when the present 
rate was fixed.

Mrs. George Liv ely , Formerly of Du 
buque, Ex plains Points About 
the Iowa Market 


Mrs. George Liv ely has written the 
Disp atch an interesting letter on the 
Dubuque, Iowa p ublic market and 
hav ing formerly liv ed in Dubuque and 
being well acquainted with the m ark­ 
et which all p eop le of that city al­ 
way s refer to with p ride, she ex p lains 
some p oints regarding the cash basis, 
etc., w hich will be of interest to read­ 
ers. 
Her letter follows: 
R. R. No. 4, Brainerd, March 
4-13 
Editor Brainerd Disp atch, 
Dear Sir: 
1 read with much 
p leasure 
the 
sketch y ou p ublished some weeks ago 
about “ The Dubuque Public Market,’ 
and as 1 once liv ed there 1 wish to 
mention some factB which the writer 
did not sp eak about. 
The question has been asked me 
how do they p rev ent the farmers 
from p eddling 
v egetables 
around 
town?” 
It is through coop eration 
I think it is about twenty -three y ears 
ago that a city ordinance was p asseu 
iu Dubuque which p rohibited any 
p .iocer buy ing any thing on the p ublic 
market until after 9 A. M., also for- 
t:dding the farmers selling any thing 
in the city , ex cep t on the market, un­ 
til after 9 A. M. 
Ev en farmers wuo 
had regular customers were not al­ 
lowed to deliv er their p roduce until 
after that hour. 
Another question was, “ how do 
they manage the cash basis?” 
Dubuque has a great many factor­ 
ies, foundries and other industries 
whose emp loy ees are p aid ev ery Sat­ 
urday . 
Some of the factories, at 
the time 1 liv ed there, allowed their 
emp loy es a half holiday , Saturday af­ 
ternoon; so they do not dep end so 
much as Brainerd on the emp loy ees 
of the railroad comp any who are p aid 
monthly . 
I think the p ublic market would be 
a fine thing for Brainerd and for the 
farmers. 
One say s that the Brainerd 
hdies would be ashamed to be seen 
carry ing a market basket, as many of 
the wealthiest ladies in Dubuque do, 
but on the other band 1 think many 
of the farmers wiv es in the v icinity 
of Brainerd 
would 
be 
as 
much 
ashamed to be seen selling v egetables 
on a p ublic market as their Brainerd 
sisters would be to be seen carry ing 
a basket, but as I think of scenes that 
I hav e witnessed iu Dubuque, 1 be­ 
liev e that on bom sides they enjoy ed 
1 not only p rofit but lots of p leasure in 
1 these early market hours. 
Neither did the working class hav e 
3 to dep end on left ov er v egetables as 
many of the farmers brought In fresh 
1 sup p lies for Saturday ev ening. When 
3 It began to get late Saturday night 
was the op p ortunity for the p oor, as 
the farmers generally sold what they 
nad left, much cheap er, rather than 
haul it home.

WILL VETO AMNESTY BILL

Havana, March IO.— A fter a confer­ 
ence with his cabinet, congressmen 
and lawyers President Gomez decid­ 
ed to veto the amnesty hill, to the 
passage of w’hich the Am erican gov­ 
ernment has declared its strong op­ 
position. 
President Gomez Frid ay signed the 
bill in spite of protest of the Am eri­ 
can minister, but he now holds that 
his signature is ineffective until the 
publication of the bill in the official 
gazette and that therefore he still re­ 
tains the right to use the power of 
veto. 
The general amnesty hill provides 
for the liberation of more than 3,000 
convicts, including negroes, who took 
part in the rebellion last year.

House Leaders Are Doubtful. 


Many house leaders even doubt the 
advisability of bringing in a currency 
bill near the end of the special ses­ 
sion, as has been suggested to the 
president by the advocates of immedi­ 
ate currency reform. 
President W ilson's plan as to legis­ 
lation is not necessarily to insist on 
the strict acceptance of adm inistra­ 
tion measures as such. 
But he will 
endeavor to secure the accomplish­ 
ment of legislation with the aid of 
Democratic leaders that will express 
fully the fixed purposes of the ad­ 
ministration. 
A part of the president’s plan— and 
in this he has the support of many 
house leaders— is to keep the eyes of 
the nation on one particular measure 
at a time. 
This was his line of pro­ 
cedure as governor of New Jersey in 
pushing through the seven anti-trust 
bills.

the coming term of congress to secure 
one cent letter postage. 
Considerable 
progress was made in the direction of 
agitating the reduction of letter post­ 
age during the session of congress Just 
closed, but the advocates did not seri­ 
ously attempt to pass any such law. 
Coupled with the proposition for the 
reduction of the postage is the pro­ 
posed increase of the second class rate. 
In fact, many of the advocates of the 
one cent rate assert that all that stands 
in the w ay of the lower rate is the fact 
that second class matter Is now car­ 
ried at one cent per pound. 


An Old Contest. 


The contest for increasing the rate 
on newspapers and periodicals is near­ 
ly as old as tile date when the present 
rate was fixed. 
Subordinate persons 
in the postoffice department keep ever­ 
lastingly hammering at the question 
and insist that the postoffice depart­ 
ment must be made self sustaining, lf 
not a money making department. 
They are insisting that the newspa­ 
pers and magazines should pay a high- I 
er rate in order to increase the rev­ 
enues of the jKistotiice. 
Now comes 
the further suggestion that a one cent j 
rate w ill result from increasing the j 
second class postage. 
There will be a 
vigorous fight against the one cent I 
rate proposition when it aligns itself 
with the increase of rates to newspa­ 
pers aud periodicals. 


Benefit to Big Business. 


It bas already been pointed out that 
the beneficiaries of a reduction iii first 
clnss postage will lie the big business 
concerns, 
banks, corporations, jiianu- 
facturers. large commercial enterpris­ 
es and, in fact, all of the business ele 
ments of tile community, while the 
common people, for whom so many 
men labor so industriously, w ill gain 
but little advantage from a reduction 
of the present rate on letter postage.

IT PAYS TO ADVERTISE 


Mrs. George Lively, Formerly of Du­ 
buque, Explains Points About 
the Iowa Market 


Mrs. George Lively has written the 
Dispatch an interesting letter on the 
Dubuque, Iowa public market and 
having formerly lived in Dubuque and 
being well acquainted with the mark­ 
et which all people of that city al­ 
ways refer to with pride, she explains 
some points regarding the cash basis, 
etc., which will be of interest to read­ 
ers. 
Her letter follows: 
R. R. No. 4, Brainerd, March 4-13 
Editor Brainerd Dispatch, 
Dear Sir: 
I read with much 
pleasure 
the 
sketch you published some weeks ago 
about “The Dubuque Public Market,” 
and as I once lived there I wish to 
mention some facts which the writer 
aid not speak apout. 
The question has been asked me, 
‘ how do they prevent the farmers 
from peddling 
vegetables 
around 
town?” 
It is through cooperation 
I think it is about twenty-three years 
ago that a city ordinance was passed 
in Dubuque which prohibited any 
gtocer buying anything on the public 
market until after 9 A. M., also for­ 
bidding the farmers selling anything 
in the city, except on the market, un­ 
til after 9 A. M. 
Even farmers wh o 
had regular customers were not al­ 
lowed to deliver their produce until 
after that hour. 
Another question was, “ how do 
they manage the cash basis?” 
Dubuque has a great many factor­ 
ies, foundries and other industries 
whose employees are paid every Sat­ 
urday. 
Some of the factories, at 
the time I lived there, allowed their 
employes a half holiday, Saturday af­ 
ternoon; so they do not depend so 
much as Brainerd on the employees 
of the railroad company who are paid 
monthly. 
I think the public market would be 
a fine thing for Brainerd and for the 
farmers. 
One says that the Brainerd 
It dies would be ashamed to be seen 
carrying a market basket, as many of 
the wealthiest ladles In Dubuque do, 
but on the other hand I think many 
of the farmers wives in the vicinity 
of Brainerd 
would 
be 
as 
much 
ashamed to be seen selling vegetables 
on a public market as their Brainerd 
sisters would be to be seen carrying 
a basket, but as I think of scenes that 
I have witnessed in Dubuque, I be­ 
lieve that on bom sides they enjoyed 
not only profit but lots of pleasure in 
these early market hours. 
Neither did the working class have 
to depend on left over vegetables as 
many of the farmers brought in fresh 
supplies for Saturday evening. When 
it began to get late Saturday night 
was the opportunity for the poor, as 
the farmers generally sold what they 
nad left, much cheaper, rather than 
haul It home.

Factory to Be Located at West End 
Railway Yards Opposite the 
Brainerd Flour Mill 
Brainerd is to have a new cement 
block factory. 
J. F. Vaughn, the

was that the authorities had not given 
him notice of their plan early In the 
evening, so that tie might have re­ 
mained up and been ready. 
He took 
his time about dressing and preparing 
for removal such things us be had 
brought with him to the palace. 
It 
was consequently some minutes after 
l l o’clock when the party went out to 
get 
into the two automobiles that 
were waiting In the courtyard. 
Even then. as the tale of Major Car­ 
denas runs, Madero showed not the 
slightest concern or premonition of 
treachery. 
As though he were still 
clothed with the authority of the pres­ 
idency. when he was about to enter 
the car set aside for him and Suarez 
he gave orders that he should be tak­ 
en to the penitentiary by way of Ue- 
loj and Lee urn berri streets. 
This order figures in the alibi of the 
government, which holds that friends 
of Madero tried to rescue him. 
Major 
Cardenas says that the route designat­ 
ed by Madero had been decided upon 
previously, but when Madero himself 
chose it he told the drivers of the au­ 
tomobiles to take n different route. 
They did not come into the one chosen 
by Madero until they were within two 
blocks of the penitentiary, when they 
considered themselves safe from moles­ 
tation. 
On crossing the railroad bridge, how­ 
ever. they found that the Maderist 
plotters, ns the government holds them 
to be. had been bolder than bad been 1 
imagined. 
The machines had barely 
passed over the railway bridge on Its 
approach to the prison when five men. 
lying prone at the roadside, fired upon 
them 
The chauffeur slowed down his 
car as though to halt, blit was ordered 
to [nit on nil speed and run through 
the attacking party. 
He did so. but 
when the cars were within 200 yards 
of the penitentiary a larger band open- | 
cd fire upon them 
Major Cardenas 
then ordered the machines to stop The 
escort descended and returned the fire 
Major Cardenas asserts that Madero 
and Suarez, seeing thnt their escort 
was outnumbered and was apparently 
busy in benting o ff the attacks of the 
rescuers, then undertook to make their 
way toward the other side. They were 
thus caught between the two fires and 
so were cut down. 
Examination of the 
bodies showed that they 
had been 
pierced with bullets from both front 
and hack.
